Pauper  bills  are  mostly  county.  Part  has  already  been  re- 
ceived from  the  county,  the  balance  will  be  reckoned  in  next 
year's  receipts. 

There  has  been  quite  a  sum  expended  during  the  past  year 
for  repairs  on  bridges,  also  for  breaking  roads  and  cutting  ice  at 
the  time  of  the  heavy  snow  storm  and  freshet  of  last  spring,  still 
our  highway  bills  have  not  been  excessively  large. 

The  town  has  received  $90.00  from  the  International  Paper 
Company,  to  be  applied  towards  repairs  on  the  abutment  of  the 
Jackman  bridge. 

There  are  several  town  officers'  bills  th.it  are  still  unpaid, 
which  accounts  for  the  small  sum  under  this  heading. 


Miscellaneous  bills  include  repairs  on  road  machine,  insur- 
ance on  bridges,  return  of  births  and  deaths,  care  of  cemeteries, 
printing  reports  and  all  other  bills  not  included  under  the  above 
heads.

The  disbursements  as  shown  by  the  treasurer  in  his  report, 
will  not  agree  with  the  corresponding  amounts  as  shown  in  the 
selectmen's  report,  because  the  treasurer  has  paid  orders  that 
were  given  last  year,  and  there  are  outstanding  (not  paid) 
amounting  to  $775.44,  therefore  there  must  be  a  difference  in 
the  amount  shown.

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To  the  people  of  the  town  of  Bath  the  following  report    of   the 
Bath  Union  School  District  is  most  respectfully  submitted  : 

During  the  past  year  36  weeks  of  school  have  been  kept, 
which  seems  to  be  about  as  long  a  school  year  as  we  can  profitably 
keep  the  school  in  session,  and  which  is  some  6  weeks  longer  than 
the  ouilying  districts  have.  Mr.  Woodward,  our  principal,  who 
has  served  so  faithfully  for  nearly  five  years,  we  feel  is  still  doing 
earnest  work  for  the  interest  of  the  school.  Three  new  teachers 
have  been  hired  this  year,  May  T.  Grout  for  the  high  school, 
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Nettie  P.  Merrill,  primary,  and  Martha  A.  Loud,  music,  our   for- 
mer staff  having  resigned  to  accept  better  positions  elsewhere. 

We  have  again  been  fortunate  in  securing  a  very  efficient 
staff  of  teachers,  and  we  hope  some  means  will  be  devised  where- 
by we  may  be  able  to  keep  our  good  teachers  year  after  year. 
As  it  is  now,  changing  each  year  is  not  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  school.  The  course  in  music  started  last  year  has  been  kept 
up,  Miss  Loud  filling  the  position  of  instructor  very   acceptably. 

Our  teacher  in  the  primary  room,  Miss  Merrill,  is  a  graduate 
of  the  State  Normal  school  at  Plymouth,  and  seems  well  adapted 
to  the  position. 

Miss  Grout,  the  high  school  assistant,  is  a  teacher  of  some 
previous  c  xperience  which  renders  her  services  especially  valuable. 

Last  June  a  class  of  four  were  graduated  from  the  high 
school.  This  year  if  all  hold  out  to  the  end  the  class  will  be 
larger.  The  attendance  has  not  been  as  good  as  it  ought  to  be. 
This  condition  of  affairs  cannot  well  be  remedied  as  long  as  the 
parents  are  just  as  well  satisfied  to  have  their  children  out  of 
school  as  in. 

We  wish  we  could  impress  upon  the  minds  of  parents  the 
importance  of  having  their  children  attend  school  regularly. 
Some  of  them  in  160  half-day  sessions  stayed  out  or  half-days, 
with  no  valid  excuse  for  so  doing.  What  schooling  they 
get  in  this  way  is  so  disconnected  that  it  amounts  to  nothing  and 
they  might  as  well  stay  out  all  the  time.  In  one  instance  the 
pupil  stayed  out  because  "1  don't  like  the  teacher,"  and  at  15 
cannot  write  a  letter  that  would  pass  in  a  kindergarten.  Here 
are  one  or  two  excuses  copied  verbatim  from  the  record  book  : 
"I  didn't  come  yesterday  because  mama  was  afraid  I  would  get 
my  shoulders  wet."  "I  couldn't  come  because  I  had  to  go  to  the 
village  for  papa."  This  one  lived  so  that  he  had  to  go  through 
the  village  to  get  to  the  schoolhouse.  We  are,  however,  very 
glad  to  report  that  these  remarks  apply  to  but  a  small  part  of  the 
school.  The  majority  never  miss  a  session  of  school  if  it  is  pos- 
sible for  them  to  attend,  and  those  are  the  ones  that   stand    well 

in  their  classes. 

We  hope  some  definite  move  will  be  made  toward  bringing 
in  at  least  three  of  the  smaller  districts  to  unite  with  this  one  to 
the  mutual  advantage  of  all  concerned. 


The  financial  report  shows  us  to  be  in  a  little  better  con- 
dition than  last  year. 

We  would  again  earnestly  request  all  those  interested  in  the 
school  to  visit  it  often  and  see  just  how  affairs  are  conducted  in 
all  departments  ;  then  any  criticism  of  methods  could  at  least  be 
intelligently  made.

Balance  in  hands  of  town  for  the  library, 
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To  the  people  of  the  town  of  Bath    the    following    report    of   the 
trustees  of  the  Public  library  is  most  respectfully  submitted. 

During  the  past  year  the  library  has  been  rearranged,  classi- 
fied and  a  complete  catalog  issued. 

This  work  has  been  done  mainly  by  the  Rev  W.  J.  Leonard, 
who  having  had  years  of  experience  in  this  work  was  especially 
fitted  for  the  task.  How  well  he  has  done  it  the  library  and 
catalog  will  show.  He  not  only  spent  a  great  amount  of  time 
and  labor  in  getting  out  the  proof  for  the  catalog,  but  he  attend- 
e  1  to  the  duties  of  librarian  during  the  year.  While  asking  noth- 
ing tor  his  services,  the  selectmen,  in  view  of  the  invaluable  nature 
of  those  services,  voted  him  $40.00.  It  was  thought  advisable  to 
move  the  library  to  its  present  quarters.  This  was  accordingly  done 
in  the  early  fall  without  expense  to  the  town.  The  advantages  are 
a  better  room  at  one  half  the  rent,  while  the  insurance  which  was 
formerly  $  1 2.00  per  year  is  now  $6.00  for  three  years,  or  only 
one-sixth  as  much. 

One  new  book  case  has  been  built  and  the  old  ones  re- 
modeled so  that  their  capacity  is  doubled,  this  work  being  done 
by  John  Hibbard  without  expense  to  the  town.  A  new  system 
of  record  keeping  greatly  simplifies  and  abbreviates  the  work  of 
the  librarian.  During  the  year  there  have  been  added  to  the 
library  125  new  bonks,  besides  22  government  reports,  making 
147  volumes  in  all.  Of  these  books  62  volumes  were  bought  of 
Harper  Brothers  at  a  75  per  cent  reduction  in  price.  The  regular 
list  price  on  these  books  was  $121.00.  We  paid  $30.25.  All 
these  books  are  standard  works  and  good  imprints.  Among  the 
other  books  purchased  are  some  of  the  best  of  modern  fiction, 
recent  works  on  science,  art,  literature,  etc. 

Some  of  the  old  books  that  were  badly  worn  out  have  been 
rebound  and  many  more  were  repaired  by  Mr.  Leonard.  The 
average  circulation  each  week  has  been  about  50  volumes. 

While  the  library  has  among  its  volumes  representatives  of 
science,  biography,  religion,  poetry,  history,  sociology,  philosophy, 
travel  and  education  as  well  as  fiction,  we  yet  need  more  books  in 
these  classes. 


By  furnishing  the  best  books  a  healthy  literary  taste  may  be 
developed  in  a  community  which  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  all. 

The  library  will  be  open  for  inspection  by  the  towns  people 
on  town  meeting  day.
